Forcing Daffodils 


[ DAFFODILS are excellent subjects for in- 
door growing in bulb pans in soil or 
fibre. This method requires more skill than 
growing bulbs in water. Success depends on 
the extent to which fine roots are developed 
before the pots are brought to the light. These 
roots develop best when the pots are kept a 
few degrees above freezing. A pit in the 
garden which is protected from surface 
water, so it will not fill, is an excellent place 
to store the bulbs. The pots may be covered 
with leaves, straw, or even with ashes, or 
sand; and brought in, after eight weeks, 
when it is desired to begin forcing them. 
Figure on not less than five months before 
flowers are produced. After being brought 
into the house, a temperature of 50 degrees 
is sufficient until the formation of buds 
begins, and the best flowers will then be 
formed in a temperature of 60 degrees. All 
the light possible should be given after top 
growth begins.

We think of hyacinths, per- 
haps, as flowers for formal beds, 
where their upright posture and 
uniform height serve so well to 
execute precise designs. But does 
not every garden have locations, 

.where formal habit will look well? 
To border paths, for example, 
and near all garden architecture, 
including ornaments such as bird 
baths, pools and fountains. And 
groups of hyacinths may well be worked into 
the border planting, where they will provide a 
needed color foil or accent. 


For garden planting, it is not necessary to 
use the largest forcing sizes. Bulbs of third 
and bedding sizes will do well. Take especial 
care to plant them in well drained soil, and if 
there is any doubt, elevate the bed a few 
inches to keep them above water. Plant bulbs 
six inches deep, and after the ground has 
frozen a light mulch to keep the frost in, 
will benefit. 


Hyacinths in Glasses 


Fill the glass with clear, soft water, so as 
to nearly touch the base of the bulb, putting a 
small piece of charcoal in each glass to keep the 
water pure and sweet. The filled glass should 
be placed in a dry, cool, dark place, and kept 
there until the roots almost touch the bottom 
of the glass,when they may be given more heat, 
and gradually exposed to the light. Water 
must never be changed, but only be replen- 
ished. Large bulbs are best for this purpose.

Types of Daffodils Defined 


The Royal Horticultural Society of England 
divides the narcissus family into eleven sections 
and these with subdivisions to make it possible to 
classify the hundreds of new varieties appearing each 
year. As now accepted the various classes are as 
follows: 

I. Trumpet Daffodils. (a) Varieties with yellow or 
lemon colored trumpets and perianth of same shade 
or lighter, but not white. (b) Varieties with white 
trumpet and perianth. (c) Bicolor varieties, those 
having white or whitish perianth and yellow, lemon, 
or primrose trumpets. Examples: (a) Emperor; 
(b) Mme. de Graaf; (c) Empress. 

II. Incomparabilis. Cup or crown not less than 
one-third, but less than equal to the length of the 
perianth segments. (a) Yellow shades, with or with- 
out red coloringinthe cup. (b) Bicolor varieties, with 
white or whitish perianths and self yellow, red stained 
or all red cups. Examples: (a) Sir Watkin; (b) Lucifer. 

III. Barrii. Cup or crown less than one-third the 
length of the perianth segments. (a) Yellow shades, 
with or without red coloring on the cup. (b) Bicolor 
varieties, with white or whitish perianth and self yel- 
low, red stained or red cups. Examples: (a) Barrii 
Conspicuous; (b) Incognita. 

IV. Leedsii. Perianth white and cup or crown 
white, cream, or citron, embracing all sizes found in 
the Incomparabilis and Barrii classes. Examples: 
Mrs. Langtry, White Lady. 

VIII. Tazetta and Tazetta Hybrids. Includes the 
bunch flowered or polyanthus narcissus and the poetaz 
varieties.

Culture of the Daffodil 


The daffodil tribe likes a cool root run and its 
flowers are at their best in the cooler days of 
spring. Therefore it is essential to dig the soil deeply 
and provide humus. Like the tulip, the daffodil will 
not thrive if there is fresh manure in the soil and bone 
meal alone should be used asa fertilizer when the bulb 
is planted. It likes a moist soil but it must have ex- 
cellent drainage. The bone meal should be mixed in 
the soil below the bulb and if the soil is heavy, a 
cushion of sand is advisable. .

Where to Plant Them 


Daffodils are particularly fine subjects to plant 
under the edge of bushes or among perennials in the 
hardy border as they seem to like to nestle among 
the roots of their neighbors. A clump of golden 
trumpets peeping from beneath the overhanging 
branches of Spiraea Van Houttei or nestling in a 
sheltered angle of a building are one of the gladsome 
sights of early spring. 


A few bulbs can be tucked into odd corners all about 
the garden and they will repay mightily when the first 
sunny days of spring bring their sturdy shoots break- 
ing through the earth. 


Daffodils and narcissus need not be moved for sev- 
eral years if they are flourishing, in fact not until the 
clump becomes so large that it is evident it needs to 
be divided and they should be replanted at once.

The planting of bulbs in the wilder parts of the — 


garden, and within sight of woodland walks, is very 
much in favor nowadays, and rightly so, as in no other 
way can such charming color effects be brought about 
for the spring. There are many kinds of bulbs suit- 
able for this purpose, but for effects on a large scale, 
nothing can be more effective than Daffodils planted 
in large drifts, and where they can be used with back- 
grounds or surroundings of Conifers they usually 
attract a lot of attention. The great advantage of 
this kind of gardening is that it is more or less of a 
permanent character, and does not have to be re- 
peated each season. In the majority of soils Daffodils 
will thrive and increase as the years go by. Therecan 
be no definite rules laid down as to the style of plant- 
ing in these semi-wild parts of the garden, it must 
depend on the immediate surroundings, but above all, 
avoid straight lines and clearly defined circles or 
clumps, or planting the bulbs at regular intervals, as 
this tends to produce a rather unpleasant spotty 
effect. If space permits, Daffodils are usually most 
effective when planted in large drifts or waves of cer- 
tain varieties, from the very early to the quite late 
ones, but as a rule, Daffodils for naturalizing are 
offered at reduced rates already mixed in their various 
sections. Other miscellaneous bulbs that are offered 
very cheaply for this work are Chionodoxas, Snow- 
drops and Crocuses in large quantities, the Winter 
Aconite (Eranthis Hyemalis), Muscari, Scillas, and 
Iris reticulata. In planting the smaller types of bulbs 
they should be kept nearer the paths as a general rule, 
as, being dwarf, they are not suitable for distant 
effects.

_ ground thoroughly to a depth of 18 inches before planting lilies. Plant 
_ the bulbs 4 to 6 inches deep, depending on their size and the soil, deeper 
in light soil. Put some sand under and around the bulbs, and after 
covering protect with six or eight inches of leaves or other litter, which 
_ must be removed in late spring. 


Indoor Culture—Lilies should be potted immediately upon re- 

ceipt, if intended for growing in pots or for forcing. In potting use a 

compost of fibrous loam and sweet decomposed leaf soil, with plenty 

of coarse sand or a mixture of good peat, loam, and sand, adding to 

“the compost a few pieces of charcoal. See that the pot is well drained. 

_ The bulb should be set about half-way down in the pot and barely 

covered with soil, thus leaving room to top-dress and fill the pot with 

more soil when stem-roots appear above the bulb. After potting, 

_ give a thorough watering and set outside in a cold frame or shady 

situation, then cover with ashes or long straw. After they have stood 

_ from three weeks to a month and thoroughly rooted, bring inside, in 

_ a temperature of about 66°; let the plants grow slowly under a bench 

_ or some other suitable place until about 6 inches high; then place on 

_ top of the bench in full light. An occasional application of liquid cow 

__ manure, starting about six weeks before flowering time, will stimulate 
__ the plant wonderfully. Thorough rooting is essential.

As soon as German iris plants are received, plant them in a sunny, well drained 
place. Each plant should have at least eighteen inches clear space from other irises, 
as it will grow in a circle and many varieties spread rapidly. The rhizome, or fleshy 
root stock from which the leaves and roots grow, should be barely covered with soil, 
with the roots properly spread below, and the soil well firmed about them. Untill 
the plant is established, give it frequent attention, watering in dry spells. In the 
first winter, after the ground has frozen, a light mulch to prevent thawing and 
heaving will be beneficial.

Not even cultivation is required for this harvest. No insects will 
prey upon the flowers of spring bulbs, and they have no diseases to 
require expert treatment.

In case of necessary delay, all fall bulbs can be planted as late as 
the ground can be worked. A light mulch placed over the proposed 
planting spot will keep the frost out, if delay is unavoidable. A mulch 
over late planted bulbs placed after the ground is frozen, will prevent 
thawing and heaving. 

A complete plant food applied to the soil at the rate of 5 pounds to 
100 square feet, raked into the top soil after planting, will benefit the ~ 
bulbs. A similar application after blooming, where bulbs are left in 
the ground, will help mature large bulbs for the next year's flowering. 

Use no manure with bulbs, unless it has been thoroughly rotted — 
and can be spaded into the ground several months previous to 
planting. fe
